last 
year is on his way to a better 
record this year. B arring injuries, 
he will win over thirty games. 
He 
has

style 
that 
makes him one of the most inter­ 
esting hurlers in the league. It’s a 
sort of easy-going alm ost careless 
style. W ith men on bases and the 
batter in the hole, Rommel shows 
no more concern when. he lets go 
that final ball than he does when 
the sacks are empty and he has 
the game well in hand. 
The fan who sees him fo r tne 
first tim e sees in th a t easy style 
alm ost too much carelessness. But 
the bdx scores never show it.

It 
Is unruly only to the b atter, how­ 
ever. Rommel has it com pletely sub­ 
jugated.
